Book thief ‘obsessed’ with 
eBay given job at library

A LIBRARIAN who stole books and 
sold them online having developed an 
‘obsession’ with eBay has been given a 
job working for the school library 
service. 

Gillian Polding, 57, who now works at 
Leagrave Library, in Marsh Road, 
Luton, was last year convicted of theft 
and fraud offences committed while 
she was chief librarian at Harrow 
Council. 

She was sacked in the spring of 2010 
and, after a trial in February the follow¬ 
ing year, was found guilty of one count 
of fraud and two of theft relating to the 
sale of stolen books from on eBay hav¬ 
ing pleaded not guilty to all three 
offences. 

At Harrow Crown Court, Polding was 
ordered to pay £7,000 in legal costs and 
wear an electronic tag for a three 
month curfew, but since her sentencing 
has been appointed by charity Luton 
Culture to work at Leagrave Library. 

Luton Culture receives funding of £5.2 
million a year from Luton Borough 
Council as well as grants and funds 
from other sources. 

In sentencing Polding last year, the 
judge said: “This is a sad case. You are a 


mature lady, still some way short of 
retirement age, of positive good charac¬ 
ter, not simply no convictions, people 
said nice things about you in the trial. 

“You are clearly somebody who was 
capable of holding down a good job 
which you appeared to like and to 
which you could bring enthusiasm and 
imagination and energy. 

“Then, how sad? Something went 
wrong. I don’t quite know why, perhaps 
you felt a resentment rising in the job. 
Perhaps you thought it went sour. 

“But for whatever reason you appear 
to have become obsessed with eBay.” 

When the paper contacted Polding on 
Thursday while she was working at 
Leagrave Library, she refused to com¬ 
ment. 

Luton on Sunday approached Luton 
Culture and asked if it thought it was 
appropriate to hire an employee who 
was previously sacked from a senior 
position for theft and fraud. 

We also asked if it was aware of her 
past convictions, what date she started 
and how much her salary package was. 

Luton Culture refused to answer the 
questions and instead released a state¬ 
ment saying: ‘Luton Culture is an equal 
opportunities employer. We have a 
clear recruitment policy and all suc¬ 
cessful applicants for posts are subject 
to the appropriate level of clearances 
before appointment.’

Hundreds protest over colleges plans for field 



MORE than 200 residents 
marched in protest this 
week over a college’s 
plan to develop its 
playing fields. 

The Barnfield 
Development Action 
Group [BDAG] met on 
Thursday evening at 
Bushmead Community 
Centre as they continued 
their campaign against 
Barnfield College’s 
proposals to build on its 
fields. 

Under the plans, 
Barnfield would 
construct a replacement 
college building, move 
the Barnfield Moorlands 
Free School to the site in 
Old Bedford Road and 
build 39 new homes, a 
88-bed care home and 
new sports facilities. 


Angry residents have 
contested the plans, with 
the latest meeting 
following one that took 
place earlier this month. 

A BDAG spokesman 
said: “It is unfortunate 
that the timing of this 
application has come 
across the summer 
holidays as schools and 
colleges in the area are 
closed and many people 
are away on vacation. 

“So anyone looking at 


the area would not see a 
true picture of how the 
local roads including the 
A6, Barnfield Avenue, Old 
Bedford Road and 
Kingsdown Road are 
already at peak usage 
during ‘rush hour’ times. 

“Everyone was 
reminded of the deadline 
date for objections to be 
received although the 
BDAG committee has 
written a formal request 
to David Gauntlett, a 


planning officer, for this 
to be extended as 
several residents have 
been unable to post their 
objections on line as the 
council’s system is not 
working and may not be 
rectified for several 
months.” 

A Luton Borough 
Council spokeswoman 
said: “We will accept 
comments from the 
Barnfield Development 
Action Group Committee 
within a reasonable 
period after the 
consultation deadline.” 

Barnfield released a 
statement saying: “We 
are still in a consultation 
period and committed to 
listening to and taking on 
board the opinions of our 
local residents.”

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Fire ‘could 
have killed 
families’ 

FAMILIES were trapped in a 
block of flats which were set on 
fire deliberately. 

Police are hunting an arsonist 
who set alight furniture in the 
stairwell of the building in 
Mayfield Road, Dunstable, on 
Tuesday. 

They say it was fortunate 
nobody was killed in the blaze, 
which prevented residents from 
escaping while firefighters 
desperately tried to put out the 
flames. 

Once the fire was extinguished 
police Scenes of Crime Officers 
attended the scene and 
undertook a forensic 
examination. 

It is believed the blaze was 
started in the stairwell 
deliberately. 

The officer in charge of the 
investigation, PC Lucy Fountain, 
is keen to trace anyone who 
saw anything suspicious in the 
area that night. 

PC Fountain said: “The fire was 
in the stairwell of the flats 
which is the only way in and out 
of the building. 

“It could potentially have 
resulted in fatalities as the 
block is full of young families 
who were trapped in their 
homes whilst the fire was dealt 
with. 

“I would urge anyone with 
information about this incident 
or anyone who may have 
noticed someone acting 
suspiciously in the area that 
night to come forward and 
assist with this investigation.” 

The fire began at 10.30pm 
when an abandoned piece of 
furniture was set alight. 

The ensuing blaze caused 
extensive damage to the 
stairwell of the flats.

‘Uncool’ scouts’ 
parade is axed

SCOUTS will no longer parade through 
the town centre on St George’s Day 
because they are ‘embarrassed’ about 
being seen marching by their friends. 

When asked if they wanted to parade on 
their patron saint’s day, most Luton scouts 
said they were against it because it is seen 
as ‘uncool’. 

As a result, Luton’s three groups have 
opted to abandon the annual parade in 
April ‘in favour of demonstrating the activ¬ 
ities provided by modern day scouting’. 

It means an end to the tradition of scouts’ 
parades for St George’s Day started in 1934 
at Windsor when King George V hosted the 
first of the parades of King’s and later 
Queen’s Scouts. 

Earlier this year, Luton on Sunday report¬ 
ed that the scouts had decided not to hold 
the parade as it could not afford the £2,000 
administration costs which include road 
closures in the town centre. 

It was the first time the parade had not 
been held - and in the year of The Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee. 

Icknield district commissioner Martin 
Wesley said: “We did canvass opinions 
from across the town over a period of time. 

“The general reaction was for some 
adults (usually those of greater experience 


and length of service) to want to retain the 
parade but the vast majority of children 
didn’t want it. 

“The main objections from children were 
(a) not wanting to parade, and (b) not 
wanting their friends to see them parading 
in public (but they had no problem with 
their friends seeing them doing ‘something 
interesting’). 

“Unfortunately, once they get beyond 
Beaver age (ie more than eight years old) 
they are very susceptible to fitting in with 
their friends’ perceptions of what is ‘cool’ 
(or whatever the current term is) and what 
isn’t. Nor is parading per se seen as a cool 
activity any more. 

“The physicality of the parade through 
the town centre had also become more 
problematic: attitude of the public; safety 
of our members. 

“The road safety issue alone had led 
some groups to state they would never 
parade again as they did not want to put 
children’s lives at risk. 

“This led to discussing the cost of parad¬ 
ing safely (ie road closures) at which point 
it became unfeasible. 

“Fundraising is difficult enough these 
days just to keep scout groups delivering 
the core programmes without having to 
find a large extra sum. For some groups, 
£2,000 (for road closures) is more than 
their annual running costs.”

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Survey says airport 
is voted ‘unfriendly’

LUTON Airport has been voted as 
the UK’s ‘unfriendliest’, a survey 
has found. 

Travel search website Skyscanner 
asked passengers to rate the top 20 
busiest airports from one to ten, 
with one being unfriendly and ten 
being the most friendly. 

Results put Luton’s as the most 
unfriendly with a score of 5.76 
points. 

Among the top five were 
Stanstead on 5.89, Heathrow with 
5.94, Gatwick on 6.26, and 
Birmingham on 6.39. 

A spokesman for Skyscanner 
said: “The survey was conducted in 
order to find out the public’s opin¬ 


ion on the UK’s top 20 airports. 
Some specific comments we 
received on Luton Airport 
suggested that travellers would 
like to see improved customer 
service at check in and security in 
particular, which is where we 
received the most comments 
about unfriendly staff. 

“However, it’s worth bearing in 
mind that while we like to have a 
good moan and grumble as a 
nation, overall, the average scores 
were positive for UK’s airports. 

“Clearly there is still room for 
improvement but, despite the 
summer rush, they’ve clearly 
been doing a good job to help 
kickstart our holiday on a positive 
note.” 

The airport released a statement 


saying it disagreed with the 
results. 

It said: “London Luton Airport 
served almost 10 million passen¬ 
gers in 2011. 

“This survey’s sample size 
represents just 0.01 per cent of 
those who used the airport and 
does not represent what the vast 
majority of passengers experi¬ 
ence. 

“It is certainly not representa¬ 
tive of the airport, or indeed the 
efforts made by our passionate 
and hardworking staff. 

“London Luton is committed to 
delivering excellent customer 
service, investing in staff training 
and passenger facilities to ensure 
the highest standards are deliv¬ 
ered. 


Muggy weather sees insect bites on the rise 


AN INFLUX of midges and 
mosquitoes, wasps and bees are 
driving people to distraction 
with itchy skin and allergic reac¬ 
tions to their bites. 

Luton has seen an upsurge of 
patients treated for insect bites 
at the Walk-In Centre, in Chapel 
Street, and the Urgent GP Clinic 
based at Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital since last weekend’s hot 
weather. 

According to Luton Clinical 
Commissioning Group, which 


will replace NHS Luton next 
year, this week’s muggy condi¬ 
tions meant the pests are thriv¬ 
ing, resulting in an increase in 
people being treated for stings in 
Luton. 

An LCCG spokeswoman said it 
has seen a ‘marked rise in the 
number of people coming to sur¬ 
geries and walk-in clinics with 
these bites which leads us to 
assume that, given the weather is 
perfect for them, there are lots of 
these insects around’. 


Most insect bites and stings 
cause itching and swelling and 
can be treated safely at home. 

In rare cases, people may expe¬ 
rience a severe allergic reaction 
requiring immediate medical 
treatment. 

If you feel that your symptoms 
are extreme (difficulty breathing 
or swallowing, swelling of the 
lips or collapse) and change rap¬ 
idly after a bee or wasp sting, do 
not hesitate to call an ambu¬ 
lance.

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Author, 87, releases 
first book on society

AN 87-YEAR-OLD has 
written his first book on 
how to correct society’s 
problems - having spent 
50 years researching for it. 

Second World War veter¬ 
an Daniel Tissington 
(pictured), of Caddington, 
said he has been fighting 
back against the ‘wrongs’ 
of government and local 
authorities since the 1960s. 

He has now published 
International Political & 
Environmental Folly 
detailing his ‘findings, 
experiences and theories 
on how these ‘wrongs’ can 
be put to right’ and hopes 
it will encourage the public 
to take action via the ballot 
box to bring about ‘much 
needed change’. 


The book helps ‘shed 
light’ on some of the prob¬ 
lems the general public 
face, all of which Daniel 
believes is a result of mis¬ 
aligned policies and prac¬ 
tices of Government and 
local authorities.

There’s no escape from 
the state’s spying eyes 


ISTORIANAJP Taylor 
wrote that before the First 
World War the only time 
the average citizen would come 
into direct contact with the state 
was by a visit to the Post Office. 

Today, visiting the Post Office 
is not an easy task for many but 
the state is everywhere, whether 
you want it to be or not. 

And its little brother, the coun¬ 
cil, is fast catching up. Ffaving 
lost many of its old powers, your 
local council has found a new 
one with endless possibilities - 
surveillance. 

We are constantly being told 
that surveillance is a must 
because of potential terrorism. 
This has given councils the free¬ 
dom to do what it likes to spy 
on us and inhibit our freedom. 

Some may be necessary, even 
desirable, but the extent of 
snooping seems to be getting 
out of control. In these stringent 
times, the cost must be difficult 
to justify, unless of course there 
is a return in fines imposed. 

Such activities include obtain¬ 
ing phone records and trapping 
householders putting out rub¬ 
bish early by using motion-acti¬ 
vated cameras on lampposts 
and inside tin cans. 

We do not own a dog nor do 
any of us smoke but spying on 


such matters as dog mess and 
dropping cigarette butts is a bit 
over the top, as well as not 
being the best job in the world. 

Families suspected of cheating 
school catchment area rules 
have been followed by council 
workers to make sure they live 
where they say they live. This in 
an era when we are offered 
alleged freedom of choice as to 
which schools we would like our 
children to attend. 

Hidden cameras are being 
used to check if rubbish bins are 
being put out early. I don’t think 
our council would stoop so low 
but I am happy to tell them I 
sometimes put our bins out 
early, in case we forget and they 
don’t get emptied. 

I am not sure whether I can be 
fined under the ‘Putting The bin 
out early Act’ but plead guilty. 

I was found guilty of using the 
bus lane near where I live. I 
came back from holiday and 
hadn't realised they had placed 
a camera by the bend in the 


road. This did annoy me, partly 
because the bus lane is, along¬ 
side the slanket and shower 
foot-rest, one of the most use¬ 
less inventions ever. 

All of these new council pow¬ 
ers are under the Regulation of 
Investigatory Powers Act. 

The Government promised to 
rein them back but have only 
said they should be agreed by 
magistrates. That will only add 
to the bureaucracy, and maybe 
slow it down a bit. It could be 
interesting if these powers are 
asked for in public - what’s your 
guess? 

Apart from councils, other 
public bodies will not need to 
ask permission. So the TV 
Licensing Agency can still check 
in a clandestine way if you have 
a current licence. Surely the way 
to resolve this is to get rid of the 
licence, which is about as out¬ 
dated and irrelevant to today’s 
world as most of the pro¬ 
grammes we pay for. 

So, carry on spying is still the 
name of the game and, sadly, in 
a little under 100 years, we have 
reached the point where it is 
almost impossible not to come 
into contact with the state on a 
daily basis.

THE prospect of a new 
casino coming to Luton 
is ‘realistic’. 

Luton Borough 

Council said it has 
received a ‘recent surge 
of interest from devel¬ 
opers and operators 
impressed by the regen¬ 
eration and opportuni¬ 
ties available in Luton’ 
who believe a facility 
could be built. 

The casino would be 
licensed under the 
Gambling Act 2005 as 
one of only eight new 
small casinos in the 
country. 

In 2008, just as the eco¬ 
nomic crisis was begin¬ 
ning to bite, the previ¬ 



ous Government award¬ 
ed the council a new 
small casino licence 
under a new locally 
managed procedure. 

Cllr Mahmood Hussain 
(pictured) said: “We 


thought we would keep a 
close eye on market con¬ 
ditions and other 
authorities embarking 
on this new process, par¬ 
ticularly with little cen¬ 
tral guidance available. 

“But this is not an 
overnight process. The 
licence is likely to be 
awarded around this 
time next year and it will 
be a licensing commit¬ 
tee decision. 

“I must stress though 
that the licence will only 
be awarded if it can 
demonstrate real eco¬ 
nomic benefits to the 
community such as job 
creation and positive 
regeneration.” 

The council said it has 
no preferred site for the 
new casino, but appli¬ 


cants will need to sub¬ 
mit their designs taking 
into account council 
criteria. 

Although eight small 
casino licences have 
been awarded across the 
country, Scarborough 
has awarded its licence 
and Bath and North East 
Somerset Council has 
started the process. 

Luton and 

Wolverhampton have 
now begun the new 
process while the 
remaining four 
Dumfries and Galloway, 
East Lindsey, Torbay and 
Swansea - have yet to 
start. 

Luton already has the 
G Casino and Mecca in 
Skimpot licensed under 
the old legislation.

A 24-hour relay involving 580 
torchbearers will then transport 
the flame from Stoke Mandeville 
to the Olympic Stadium, where 
they will light the cauldron at the 
Opening Ceremony of the 
London 2012 Paralympic Games 
on Wednesday. 

One of the torchbearers is 
Fiona Forsyth, a disabled fitness 
instructor from Luton who has 
been selected to carry the flame 
on its journey from Stoke 
Mandeville to the Stadium.

On 15 November 2012, electors in Bedford Borough, Central 
Bedfordshire and Luton will elect their first Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) who will be responsible for setting the priorities 
and resources for Bedfordshire Police, as well as supporting broader 
community safety activities across the Force area. 

In addition to this a Police and Crime Panel will also be established to 
scrutinise the work of the PCC. The purpose of this role is to assist the 
PCC through providing independent challenge as a critical friend. 

The Panel will consist of 10 Councillors representing the three local 
authorities in the force area and two co-opted independent members. 
The Commissioner will be required to consult the Panel on their plans 
and budget for policing, as well as the level of their element of the 
council tax, and on the appointment of a Chief Constable. 

The Panel is looking for two committed and energetic people who live 
or work within the Bedfordshire force area to serve as co-opted 
independent Members from autumn 2012 for a four year term. This is 
an exciting opportunity to be involved from the start of new and very 
different arrangements for reducing crime and disorder in Bedfordshire. 
The role of a Panel Member will be an important and demanding one. 
The Panel is an entirely new body and, at this stage, it is difficult to 
predict accurately the amount of time that Panel Members will need to 
devote to its work. At this stage it is anticipated that the typical 
commitment required from a member of the Panel initially will average 
one day a month, including preparation time for meetings. However, 
this may increase as the Panel’s role develops. 

Panel meetings will generally be held during the evening at varying 
locations in Bedford, Central Bedfordshire and Luton. All Panel 
members will be able to claim reasonable travelling expenses and will 
receive induction and other appropriate training.

CAPTAIN Ronnie Henry was sent 
off for fighting as Luton Town 
crashed to their first defeat of the 
season. 

The unbeaten start to the Blue 
Square Bet Premier campaign was 
dramatically ended at Kenilworth 
Road amid a series of missed 
chances. 

Kieran St Aimie headed home the 
winner just before the break for 7/1 
outsiders AFC Telford United, who 
finished with nine men as Daniel 
Preston and Jake Reid were also 
dismissed.

Right-back Will Salmon, making 
his 100th appearance for Telford, 
saw a cross flick off the bar but 
generally he was forced into defen¬ 
sive duties during the opening 
stages. 

Stuart Fleetwood and Jake 
Howells had efforts blocked before 
Jon Shaw nodded too high at the far

However, having survived those 
early scares, Telford got to grips 
with the game. 

James Spray and strike partner St 
Aimie missed the target but Mark 
Tyler was tested from Nathan 
Rooney’s 30-yard thunderbolt. 

So it wasn’t a huge surprise when 
the visitors took the lead and it 
couldn’t have been any easier with a 
free header on the edge of the 
six-yard box.

At the start of the second half, 
Greg Taylor was sent on at left-back 
with Howells moving into midfield 
to replace Yaser Kasim. 

The switch should have almost 
immediately led to a leveller. 

Clever play by Fleetwood found 
Shaw in space with only Young to 
beat but a weak attempt went 
straight at the Telford goalkeeper 
instead of the back of the net. 

Former Telford forward Andre 
Gray was added to Luton’s attacking 
options and within a minute Shaw’s 
shot was parried by Young diving to 


his right. Fleetwood continued to 
be at the centre of the attempts to 
get back on level terms but substi¬ 
tutes Taylor and Gray couldn’t take 
advantage from further chances.

Then came the unacceptable 
scenes after Telford were awarded a 
free-kick inside their own penalty 
box. 

The majority of players got 
involved and, following a lengthy 
delay, the officials decided Preston 
and Henry had both been guilty of 
violent conduct among the may¬ 
hem. 

Incredibly there was worse to 


come for Telford who were reduced 
to nine men. 

Reid had only been on the pitch 
for 40 seconds when an aerial chal¬ 
lenge on Lathaniel Rowe-Turner led 
to another red card. 

Gray and Howells blasted over the 
bar and Fleetwood fired wide when 
the action resumed with six min¬ 
utes added on until Telford finally 
celebrated their first away league 
win for over a year.

PAUL Buckle insists Luton Town 
won’t be far away from another 
promotion push - despite feeling 
the frustration of their first defeat 
of the season. 

They were beaten 1-0 by AFC 
Telford United at Kenilworth Road 
yesterday but have a chance to 
bounce back immediately with 
tomorrow’s trip to Ebbsfleet United. 

The Hatters are likely to be without 
Garry Richards and lanos Kovacs 
through injury while captain Ronnie 
Henry is set to serve a three-match 
ban. 

Henry was dismissed for fighting 
along with Telford defender Daniel 
Preston before Bucks substitute Jake 
Reid also received a red card just 
seconds after coming on the pitch. 

Kieran St Aimie’s header just 
before the break condemned Luton 
to a home loss which left boss 
Buckle wondering how they had 
failed to convert a series of opportu¬ 
nities into goals.

“If we are going to lose a game 
then that’s the way to do it because 
we had a right go. Of course, that 
leads to frustration on everyone’s 
part. 

“My job is getting this team work¬ 
ing together and I feel we have come 
a long way since I came to the club. 
We are a fitter and faster team and 
creating chances. 

“Now we have a golden opportuni¬ 
ty to bounce back and be positive. 
We can’t be negative after one 
defeat.” 

Meanwhile, Buckle was unsure 
over Henry’s red card before watch¬ 
ing DVD footage of the incident. 

The Hatters boss added: “All I saw 
was a push on Jon Shaw.”
